“Ceremony Is Beautiful” 

“The meaning of your investiture 
ceremony 1s self-evident and beauti- 
ful,” Sister Mary Anne Leone remark- 
ed in opening her first formal address 
of the college year. “It symbolizes the 
conferring of a new dignity which you 
may well wear gracefully and proudly, 
in the sense of belonging to a great 
and good tradition. From today on, 
you are identified with this tradition; 
you are part of Clarke; you mold its 
spirit.” F
